All ties to new Bearing Trees (BTs) are a mag nail set in a 1-1/2" plastic washer stamped "SURVEY MARKER - DO NOT REMOVE" and hack mark at the root 
crown (less than 12" above ground) perpendicular to the center of the tree, unless otherwise noted. BT diameters are noted as dbh and are measured approximately 
4.5' above ground. Bearings are measured from the monument to the center of the BT, distances are measured from the monument to the mag nail.

Monument is in the center of a private gravel drive for 7780 N Stinesville Road. It is approximately 32.5’ south of an old corner 
fencepost (Witness B herein) that anchors a square wire fence that runs north and east from this point. The monument is 
approximately 50’ northwest of the 7780 N Stinesville Road homestead. 


MONUMENT PRESERVATION: Describe work done to preserve existing monument. 

The monument is in a drive with an undetermined amount of use. The cap is firmly in place but will continue to deteriorate with wear. 
Geodetic coordinates were gathered for the monument along with a mag nail set on a gatepost (#10300) on the west side of the 
property. A “Protect Nearby Survey Marker” sign was set on a utility pole (Witness A herein). 


THEORY OF LOCATION: Describe the theory of location for acceptance of this monument. Include monument origin and associated uncertainty. 
On April 16, 1982, a stone was witnessed by the Monroe County Surveyor Edmund O. Farkas. However, while performing a survey 
in 2007, Licensed Survey James D Smale (LS29500020), stated the stone was not found. Using the two remaining ties from the 
1982 monument record; a utility pole (Witness A above) and the stump of a 24” pine tree (stump no longer present as of 2022 
fieldwork), Mr. Smale set the rebar and cap. In 2020, the Monroe County Surveyor’s Office found a stone directly south of Witness B, 
but its position did not align with the previous ties. At the time, the Monroe County Surveyor’s Office was not aware of the rebar set 
by Mr. Smale. This stone was not present at the time of the 2022 fieldwork. References on File: James D Smale survey, Rodeo Drive 
Boundary (2007), on file at the Surveyor’s Office under the number RSID004704. And a retracement survey performed by Todd M. 
Borgman, 8397 W Hedrick Rd (2015), on file at the Recorder's Office as 2015017165.IN. Historic research has not yet been 
performed to prove the validity of this monument.
